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The  Second  Erected  Colonial  Meeting  House,   Dedicated 

May  19,  1771,  Taken  Down  by  a  Committee  and  Oxen, 

Saturday,  March  28,  1846 

In  1770  the  town  had  become  a  prosperous  town  with  a  population 
of  slightly  above  800.  At  its  March  meeting  and  during  the  summer  a 
move  for  a  new  and  larger  Meeting  House  became  active,  and  as  a  result 
a  new  Colonial  Meeting  House  was  built  and  ready  for  use  the  follow- 
ing spring. 

The  records  state  that  the  new  Meeting  House  had  galleries  on  three 
sides,  40  windows  to  well-light  the  room,  elevated  pulpit  with  seats 
beneath  for  the  tything-men.  No  stoves.  It  was  built  as  near  as  maybe 
after  the  pattern  of  the  North-Hill  (Northampton)  Meeting  House. 

The  old  Salisbury  Meeting  House  stood  a  mile  this  side  of  the  present 
Rocky  Hill  Meeting  House;  its  pastor  was  Rev.  Mr.  Parsons,  father-in- 
law  of  Rev.  Mr.  Fogg,  and  when  later  they  put  up  the  present  Meeting 
House  their  carpenters  patterned  after  Kensington  as  we  had  patterned 
after  Northampton,  thus  the  Rocky  Hill  house  shows  what  ours  was  like. 

The  only  likeness  of  the  Kensington  Meeting  House  that  exists  is  a 
very  small  drawing  of  its  front  door  on  a  map  made  by  Thomas  Rand, 
Jr.  of  Rye  in  1823,  and  now  in  the  N.  H.  Historical  Library  at  Concord. 
It  stood  where  the  Town  Hall  now  stands,  there  then  being  no  road 
down  the  hill  toward  the  Brick  school-house.  The  level  tract  before  the 
building  and  to  where  the  Congregationalist  Church  now  stands  was 
called  Meeting-House  Parade,  and  it  was  there  that  the  militia  company 
held  its  spring  meeting  and  maneuvers.  Opposite  was  the  home  of 
William  Evans  and  a  blacksmith  shop.  Between  the  old  graveyard  and 
Frank  Poor's  barn  stood  the  home  of  Elisha  Purington  and  Joshua 
Batchelder,  who  at  different  times  ran  the  shop.  In  1758  John  Fifield  of 
Kingston  bought  house  and  shop  of  Nathaniel  Healey  who  had  come  to 
own  the  property.

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  Ordinance  by  the  Proposed 
Amendment  to  Article  10. 

Revise  Article  10  to  read  as  follows: 

The  space  beneath  all  structures  used  as  dwellings  shall  be  completely  enclosed  by 
solid  peripheral  foundations  of  cement,  brick,  stone,  or  other  acceptable  masonry 
which  conforms  with  accepted  building  standards,  except  for  mobile  homes,  which 
will  be  subject  to  the  regulations  set  forth  in  the  following  paragraphs.  The 
foundation  plans  of  all  dwellings  must  be  approved  on  an  official  permit  by  the 
building  inspector  before  construction  begins. 

Foundation  Standards  for  Mobile  Homes 

All  mobile  home  housing  sited  in  Kensington  will  be  placed  on  pads  or  on 
foundations  which  meet  the  following  standards  and,  whether  on  pads  or 
foundations,  shall  be  skirted. 

1.     Pads.     Pads  shall  be  constructed  as  follows: 

a.  Dimensions:  The  dimensions  of  the  pad  shall  be  at  least  two  (2)  feet  more 
than  the  home  in  any  directions. 

b.  Excavation:  The  area  of  the  pad  shall  be  cleared  of  all  organic  material  and 
top  soil  down  to  a  level  of  fifteen  (15)  inches  or  to  mineral  soil,  whichever  is  deeper. 

c.  Fill:     The  entire  area  of  the  pad  shall  be  filled  with  crushed  rock,  well 
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compacted  in  two  (2)  layers,  the  last  of  which  shall  not  be  more  than  six  (6)  inches 
deep. 

d.  Grade:  The  pad  shall  have  a  grade  of  at  least  1/2  of  one  percent  and  not 
greater  than  one  percent  for  drainage.  All  water  shall  be  carried  at  least  twenty-five 
(25)  feet  away  from  the  pad. 

2.  Post  foundations.   Foundations  used  over  pads  may  be  of  the  following  types: 

a.  Cantilevered  floors. 

1 .  Wooden  or  concrete  posts  set  in  holes  four  (4)  to  six  (6)  feet  apart  along 
the  parallel  main  stringers.  The  hole  should  be  at  least  four  (4)  feet  deep  with  a 
poured  concrete  pad  six  (6)  inches  deept  at  the  bottom.  The  posts  should  be 
at  least  eight  (8)  inches  in  diameter  at  their  narrowest  point.  Wooden  posts 
shall  be  pressure  treated  to  resist  moisture. 

2.  Concrete  block  posts  of  four  (4)  blocks  each,  set  five  (5)  feet  apart  along 
the  main  stringers.  The  blocks  shall  be  twelve  (12)  by  twelve  (12)  by  sixteen 
(16)  inches  in  size. 

b.  Perimeter-supported  floors. 

Wooden  or  concrete  posts  at  all  fopur  corners  and  every  six  (6)  to  eight  (8) 
feet  around  the  perimeter.  The  postsshall  bedeployed  in  the  same  manner  as 
in  section  2-a-1  above. 

3.  Full  foundations. 

Where  the  home  has  perimeter-supported  floors  a  full  foundation  may  be 
constructed.  In  that  case,  no  site  pad  is  required  and  the  foundation  shall 
meet  the  standards  for  foundations  elsewhere  in  this  ordinance. 

4.  Skirting. 

The  entire  perimeter  of  the  mobile  home  foundation  shall  be  closed  in  by  a 
standard  skirting.  Care  should  be  taken  that  access  panels  be  provided  in  suf- 
ficient number  and  convenient  places  so  that  maintenance  of  sewer  and  water 
hook-ups  and  foundation  posts  may  be  performed. 

5.  Running  gear  and  tow  bar. 

All  equipment  associated  with  the  movement  of  the  home  on  the  highway  will 
be  closed  in  by  the  skirting  or  removed  where  such  closing  in  will  not 
completely  cover  and  disguise  the  purpose  of  the  equipment. 

6.  Additions. 

Additions  to  the  main  structure  shall  follow  the  same  foundation  procedures 
as  outlined  in  sections  1-4  above. 

7.  Non-conforming  mobile  homes. 

A  mobile  home  which  is  at  present  non-conforming  may  not  be  moved  to 
another  site  without  first  complying  with  this  ordinance.  A  mobile  home 
which  is  at  present  non-conforming  may  not  be  replaced  for  any  reason  with 
another  mobile  home  without  first  complying  with  this  ordinance. 

5.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  Ordiance  by  the  proposed 
Amendment  to  Article  2  as  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board  by  a  Citizen's  Petition. 

Amend  Article  2  so  that  it  shall  read: 

The  lot  area  of  any  dwelling  or  residence  shall  not  be  less  than  two  (2)  acres 
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except  that  one  dwelling  may  be  located  on  a  lot  of  less  than  two  acres  pro- 
vided that  this  lot  has  been  duly  recorded  in  the  county  Registry  of  Deeds 
at  the  time  of  passage  of  the  article.  Every  building  lot  shall  have  a  minimum 
frontage  of  two  hundred  (200)  feet  abutting  upon  a  public  street  or  road. 
Under  no  circumstances  shall  the  subdivision  of  land  result  in  a  remaining 
lot  of  less  than  the  minimum  size  required  for  its  existing  use. 

and  to  amend  Article  14  (commercial  uses)  to  read: 

a)  minimum  lot  site  shall  be  three  (3)  acres 

b)  minimum  frontage  shall  be  300  feet. 

and  to  amend  article  15  (industrial  uses)  to  read: 

a)  minimum  lot  size  shall  be  three  (3)  acres 

b)  minimum  frontage  shall  be  300  feet. 

6.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  Town  charges  for 
the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same.  TheSelectmen'sestimateof 
expenditures  for  the  ensuing  year  is  $102,479.29. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  wishes  to  allow  a  discount  on  taxes  paid  within  30  or  60  days 
after  presentation  of  tax  bills. 

8.  To  vote  on  the  basis  of  payment  and  the  amount  thereof  to  be  paid  to  the  Tax 
Collector  for  the  collection  of  taxes. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  grant  the  Selectmen  authority  to  borrow  money  in  antic- 
ipation of  taxes. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  Five  Thousand  Eight 
Hundred  Sixty  Dollars  ($5,860.00)  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  to  be  transferred 
to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  established  for  the  investment  of  a  Town  Office 
Building. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Thousand 
Eight  Hundred  Dollars  ($1 ,800.00)  for  the  Towns  participation  in  the  Expense  of  the 
Exeter  Area  Youth  Group. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  enter  into  a  contract 
with  the  Rockingham  County  Conservation  Districtforasoil  survey  and  to  preparea 
soil  map  forthe  Town  of  Kensington  atacostof  FourThousand  Eighty  Eight  Dollars 
($4,088.00).  The  Federal  Government  share  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  Eighty 
Eight  Dollars  ($1,888.00).  And  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  Town  share  of  Two 
Thousand  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($2,200.00). 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Thousand 
Dollars  ($1 ,000.00)  for  the  preparation  and  installation  of  a  fire  hydrant  on  Moulton 
Ridge  Road  at  the  pond  of  Gustave  Lambert,  also  to  complete  the  installation  of  a  fire 
hydrant  on  Drinkwater  Road  near  the  Exeter  and  Hampton  Electric  Light  Company. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  designate  Highland  Road,  from  Route  107  to  the

No  person  shall  own  or  operate  a  place  of  assembly  for  an  open  air  dance  in 
excess  of  one  hundred  or  more  persons  within  the  Town  of  Kensington,  unless 
licensed  to  do  so  by  the  Selectmen.  Owner  or  Operator  shall  apply  to  Selectmen  for 
a  permit  at  least  seven  days  before  the  timeof  assembly.  Such  permit  shall  be  issued 
without  charge  for  the  duration  of  assembly  and  shall  be  revokable  for  cause.  Town 
Police  protection  must  be  provided  and  services  paid  by  owner  or  operator.  Toilet 
facilities  must  be  provided;  suitable  fire  protection  shall  be  designated;  adequate 
parking  facilities  provided;  music,  noise  and  anything  which  might  cause  a 
disturbance  to  neighbors  must  be  kept  to  a  minimum.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $10.00  or  more  than  $100.00.

A  RECORD  OF  THE  1977  MEETING 
KENSINGTON,  N.H.,  MARCH  8,  1977 

Kensington  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  10:00  a.m.  by  the  Moderator,  John 
W.  York,  who  then  read  the  warrant. 

Supervisors  of  the  check  list  took  oath  stating  that  there  was  730  qualified  voters 
named  on  the  check  list.  They  also  certified  the  posting  of  the  check  list. 

The  Moderator  declared  the  polls  open  for  voting. 

J.  Clark  Jacobs  motioned  that  the  polls  remain  open  during  the  business  meeting. 
Motion  seconded  by  several.  Vote  was  affirmative. 

At  7:00  p.m.  the  business  meeting  was  called  to  order.  The  salute  to  the  flag  was  led 
by  Charles  Eastman.  A  prayer  was  offered  by  Harold  Bodwell. 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing.  Ballots  to  be 
counted  after  the  close  of  the  business  meeting. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  Ordinance  by  the  Proposed 
Amendments  to  Article  16. 

(a)  Transferring  Section  7.3  (No  filling,  excavation)  to  section  2  and  calling  it 
section  2e. 

(b)  adding  to  Section  3.2  the  sentence:  "Section  13  and  Section  2  apply  to  all 
pits,  to  become  effective  following  the  passage  of  this  amendment." 

(c)  adding  an  additional  Section  13  AS  FOLLOWS:  13.  Hazardous  conditions.  If 
earth-moving  operations  which  are  the  subject  of  this  article  create  conditions 
hazardous  to  public  or  safety  as  judged  by  the  Selectmen  and  at  least  one  qualified 
specialist  the  Selectmen  are  empowered  to  require  the  correction  of  the  hazardous 
conditions.  They  shall  give  written  notice  to  the  land  owner  or  operator  responsible, 
defining  precisely  the  hazard  and  corrective  steps  to  be  taken  and  giving  a 
reasonable  time  limit  for  their  completion.  If  the  required  work  has  not  been  done  by 
the  expiration  the  time  limit  the  offense  will  come  under  Article  23  of  this  ordinance. 
Ballot  vote  Yes  209  —  No  77        Voice  vote  was  affirmative. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  Ordinance  by  the  Proposed 
Amendment  to  Article  21. 

Amend  Article  21  so  that  it  reads  in  its  entirety. 

Any  authorized  use  of  land  may  continue  in  its  present  use  providing  it  does  not 
create  conditions  hazardous  to  public  health  or  safety  as  judged  by  the  Selectmen 
and  at  least  one  qualified  specialist  as  specified  in  Article  1613. 
Ballot  vote  Yes  223  —  No  77        Voice  vote  was  affirmative. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  Ordinance  by  adding  Article  28 
Add  Article  28  as  follows: 

To  guide  the  growth  of  the  town  in  a  manner  not  to  exceed  its  capacity  for  providing 
expanded  services  to  support  such  growth,  the  following  restrictions  are  set: 

(a)  Building  permits  for  new  dwellings  will  be  listed  in  each  calendaryeartotwo 
building  lots  or  lots  occupying  15  percent  of  the  parcel,  whichever  is  greater.  A 
building  permit  for  a  new  dwelling  will  expire  one  year  from  the  date  of  issue  if 
above-ground  construction  has  not  begun. 

(b)  All  parcels  are  defined  as  those  contiguous  areas  under  a  single  ownership 
as  shown  on  the  Kensington  tax  map  of  April  1,  1976,  regardless  of  subsequent 
division  or  combination. 

(c)  Subdivision  plats  will  be  processed  and  approved  as  a  whole  and  shall  be 
marked  with  the  appropriate  limitations  indicating  the  number  of  building  permits  to 
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be  issued  each  year  and  the  locations  of  the  records  of  the  building  inspector. 

(d)  Mobile  home  pernnits  will  be  limited  to  one  permit  per  parcel 

(e)  Permits  for  non-dwelling  construction  or  permits  for  expansion,  alteration, 
or  replacement  of  existing  buildings  will  not  be  effected  by  this  article. 

(f)  This  article  will  be  in  effect  until  such  time  as  soils  maps  become  avxailable 
for  subdivision  use  or  September  1, 1979,  whichever  comes  first.

SCHOOL  DISTRICT  REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Once  again  it  is  my  pleasure  to  reflect  on  the  program  of  education  for  the  students 
of  Kensington.  As  an  educational  leader  in  your  community,  an  increased  sensitivity 
to  the  wide  variety  of  interests,  styles  of  learning,  levels  of  motivation,  and  short  and 
long  term  goals  of  students  and  teachers  becomes  increasingly  important.  The 
American  public  school  system  with  all  its  shortcomings,  is  one  of  the  greatest  -  if 
not  the  greatest  -  businesses  in  the  world.  No  other  nation  in  the  world  can  rival  the 
quantity  of  educational  opportunities  provided  in  the  United  States.  Sometimes  we 
fail  to  realize  the  progress  because  of  education  that  we  have  made  in  this  country. 
For  example  -  as  the  1900's  began  20  per  cent  of  all  our  citizens  could  not  read  or 
write.  Today  that  has  been  reduced  to  2  per  cent. 

In  Kensington  as  well  as  the  schools  in  this  Union,  in  grades  one  through  eight  a 
great  deal  of  time  has  been  spent  in  developing  a  system  of  "levels"  to  insure  the 
continuous  progress  for  success  of  each  child.  Human  beings  are  not  alike.  Their 
differences  are  real,  more  subtle,  and  more  numerous  than  we  often  recognize.  As  a 
school  we  have  attempted  to  address  ourselves  to  this  issue  and  adjust  the 
organizational  structure  and  curriculum.  In  brief  the  "levels"  consider  four  basic 
"decisions"  in  learning:  (1)  goals,  what  is  to  be  learned  (2)  means,  the  plans 
and  techniques  of  learning  (3)  organization  —  the  management  of  the  learning 
including  the  selection  of  material  and  (4)  evaluation,  a  close  look  at  what  the 
student  has  learned  and  what  is  the  next  move. 

The  level  system  has  helped  identify  the  important  skills  to  be  taught  and  has  by 
careful  testing  and  record  keeping  been  able  to  monitor  the  progress  of  each  child. 
Though  the  system  is  not  perfect  it  is  better  than  the  "traditional"  grade  set  up. 
Further  with  the  careful  designating  of  skills  to  be  performed  in  the  basic  areas  of 
reading,  English  and  math,  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  programs  can  be  more 
carefully  developed  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  incoming  students. 

Frank  Scala,  the  building  principal,  has  done  much  with  the  help  of  Carol  Graves, 
our  reading  consultant,  to  implement  and  improve  on  the  levels  system.  He  has 
written  a  brief  report  which  I  include  here  for  your  review. 

"The  school  year  began  with  a  renewed  vitality  and  enthusiasm.  Eager  to  work  with 
your  children  were  new  staff  members.  Judith  Friday  went  from  third  grade  with 
Sally  Sprout  taking  on  the  third  grade.  The  University  of  New  Hamppshire  intern 
program  allowed  us  the  opportunity  to  have  Paulette  Gagnon  work  with  first  grade. 
The  addition  of  Julie  Hadeka  in  the  intermediate  unit  and  Marcia  Hodsdon  to  the 
primary  unit  have  been  tremendous  assets. 

Besides  staff  changes  there  has  been  a  renewed  interest  in  staff  development.  A 
revision  and  updating  of  the  math  and  reading  levels,  the  addition  of  Tuesday  in- 
service  and  learning  of  Spalding  Spelling  have  been  a  beneficial  effect  for  all 
involved. 

The  support  services  of  Jane  N/lorris,  Title  I  Tutor  and  Pamela  Raley,  Speech 
Teacher,  have  been  of  immeasurable  help  aiding  students  in  Kensington.  Also,  the 
Special  Education  Department  has  been  diligently  meeting  state  guidlines  and 
together  we  are  trying  to  provide  the  maximum  benefits  for  all  children. 
The  children  have  responded  well  this  past  year  with  all  of  the  changes  brought 
about.  We  are  all  looking  forward  to  continued  improvement  in  all  areas  of  the 
children's  growth.

The  library  circulation  figure  for  1977  increased  2,205  over  the  1976  figure.  We  are 
getting  back  to  our  circulation  figures  that  we  had  before  the  chaos  of  the  building 
project  and  hope  we  are  serving  the  community  needs  more  adequately.  There  is 
still  some  backlog  still  facing  us  which  we  hope  to  get  finished  before  1978  is  over. 

We  accessed  391  books  this  year.  1 70  were  purchased  from  the  library  book  budget 
and  the  rest  were  either  donated  books  or  memorial  books.  We  do  have  some 
donated  books  that  we  have  not  had  time  to  process  and  shelve  for  circulation,  those 
will  have  to  appear  in  the  1978  list. 

Books  were  given  in  memory  of  Johanna  Irvine,  Lois  Hall,  Mary  Cole,  Evelyn  Bagley, 
Arthur  Finnegan  and  Charles  Bickford.  Mrs.  Finnegan  gave  the  library  a  generous 
donation  with  which  to  purchase  books  in  memory  of  her  late  husband  and  we  have 
purchased  some  books  from  this  fund,  some  of  the  books  ordered  from  this  fund 
have  not  arrived  and  we  will  spend  the  rest  of  the  money  shortly.  We  have  41  books 
that  were  ordered  in  1977  that  have  not  been  received  as  yet. 

We  are  grateful  to  those  who  have  donated  books  for  the  library  during  the  year.

This 
fall  and  the  rest  of  the  school  yearthe  volunteers  are  Joanne  Cole,  Leslie  Frank,  Mari 
Welch  and  Sue  Dillenbeck.  The  substitutes  are  Jean  Felch,  Kay  Webster  and  Dolly 
Jacobs.  Claudia  Welch  and  Ann  Smith  come  in  after  school  hours  and  work  in 
helping  straighten  out  and  with  the  filing.  Ann  Smith  and  Dolly  Jacobs  cleaned  and 
sorted  back  issues  of  magazines  in  the  magazine  storage  room  and  the  CETA  girls 
finished  the  project  during  the  summer.  Now  the  back  issues  are  all  filed  in  file  boxes 
according  to  date  so  that  we  can  easily  find  back  issues  when  needed.  Thanks  girls 
for  a  good  job.  The  CETA  crew  also  washed  windows  and  helped  with  many  other 
tasks  when  it  was  raining  and  they  couldn'  work  outside. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  have  continued  to  be  of  great  help  to  the  Library.  Besides 
furnishing  volunteers  when  needed  they  mend  books  for  us  under  the  leadership  of 
Ann  Smith  and  have  purchased  the  following  for  us  during  the  year:    Compton's 
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Encyclopedia  for  the  children's  room,  a  Film  Strip  Projector,  they  subscribe  to  the 
University  of  Chicago  Children's  Book  Review  and  Abridged  Reader's  Guide  to 
Periodicals,  they  purchased  a  set  of  Children's  books  on  music,  Who's  Who  in 
America,  1977  Books  in  Print  is  on  order,  given  us  money  to  buy  books  at 
conventions,  bought  a  long  arm  stapler  and  paid  for  the  storm  windows  for  the  main 
library,  plus  giving  us  moral  support  at  all  times.  Jean  Felch  succeeded  Ann  Smith 
as  chairman  in  September. 

A  lighted  world  globe  was  purchased  for  the  library  with  fund  given  in  memory  of 
Mary  Cole. 

We  started  this  year  to  have  a  different  display  in  the  main  library  each  month.  We 
thought  we  would  find  out  how  many  people  residing  in  Kensington  or  having  close 
ties  with  the  town  had  hidden  or  known  talents. 

June  Armstrong  was  our  first  exhibitor  with  her  display  of  paintings.  The  library 
staff  did  a  display  of  gardening  with  seed  catalogues,  posters  and  other  gardening 
aids  in  f\/larch,  in  April  Hank  Dillenbeck  did  a  butterfly  exhibit  and  Kay  Webster  and 
Marian  Kimball  shared  honors  with  flowers  from  their  greenhouses.  In  May,  Ellen 
Whitman  exhibited  her  paintings.  In  June,  Margaret  Perry  did  an  Entymology 
exhibit.  During  the  summer  we  have  a  community  art  exhibit  where  anyone  living  in 
town  could  enter  their  type  of  art.  Dick  Prescott  brought  his  Taiwan  Butterfly  exhibit 
in  August,  in  September  we  had  Don  lllsley's  Model  Trains,  October  we  had  Danny 
Batchelder  with  ceramics  and  otherartforms.  Stanley  Underbill  and  hisdried flower 
arrangement  were  the  highlight  of  November  and  to  finish  the  year  we  have  Joanne 
Cole'  many  handicrafts.  Anyone  in  town  that  would  like  to  display  during  1978  has 
just  to  let  us  know  and  we'll  be  delighted. 

All  in  all,  it  has  been  a  busy  but  successful  year  and  we  are  all  most  grateful  to  the 
Friends,  both  sets  of  trustees  and  to  anyone  we  may  have  forgotten  who  has  helped 
us  in  any  way.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

We  now  have  signs  for  the  trail  through  the  town  land  on  Moulton  Ridge.  They  were 
made  for  us  by  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  Commission  at  no  cost  to  us.  They 
will  be  put  up  at  the  Route  108  and  Moulton  Ridge  ends  of  the  trtai I  as  soon  as  we  can 
set  posts.  We  owe  the  Recreation  Department's  summer  work  crew  many  thanks  for 
their  fine  job  of  finishing  the  trail  for  us. 

In  January  we  inspected  the  town's  Scenic  Highways  and  found  evidence  of  only 
one  violation  of  the  intent  of  the  ordinance.  Dirt  which  had  been  taken  from  a 
roadside  ditch  on  Muddy  Pond  Road  had  been  piled  on  a  stone  wall.  Apparently, 
however,  this  work  had  been  done  before  the  road  was  designed  as  a  scenic 
highway. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  intended  to  control  the  manner  in  which  the 
roads  are  maintained,  particularly  with  regard  to  the  cutting  of  trees  and  removal  of 
walls.  It  was  felt  by  us  earlier  that  abutters  should  not  remove  these  either,  but  we 
now  know  that  is  not  true.  In  most  cases,  except  on  new  deeded  roads,  the  property 
owner  retains  rights  to  all  untraveled  parts  of  the  Right  of  Way  including  trees  and 
walls.  Property  owners  should,  however,  contact  the  selectmen  before  undertaking 
to  alter  the  drainage  in  any  way. 

Henry  Dillenbeck  is  our  new  chairman.  He  was  elected  at  our  January  meeting.  Betty 
Brinckerhoff  remains  our  secretary.

PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 
February  20,  1978 

This  past  year  building  permits  were  approved  for  29  new  houses  (2  of  them  trailers). 
The  previous  year  the  number  was  38.  Clearly  the  steady  growth  of  the  town 
continues.  In  fact  in  these  past  two  years  the  growth  (based  on  N.H.  state  averages) 
will  require  1 .4  more  rooms  in  the  grade  school,  approximately  two  more  teachers, 
18,000  more  gallons  of  water  drawn  daily  from  the  ground,  and  12,000  more  gallons 
of  waste  water  put  into  it,  over  3  tons  more  trash  and  garbage  to  the  dump  weekly, 
about  350  more  books  in  the  town  library,  and  greater  demands  than  ever  on  our 
firemen,  police,  roads,  and  open  space.  The  character  of  our  town  is  changing  right 
now. 

Presently  a  soils  map  of  the  town  is  being  prepared  under  contract  with  the  state, 
and  when  it  is  ready,  hopefully  next  year,  we  will  have  a  more  rational  base  than  we 
do  now  on  which  to  propose  land  use  ordinances  which  we  shall  offer  to  voters  at 
town  meeting.  Won't  you  please  give  members  of  the  Planning  Board  yourthoughts 
and  suggestions  on  how  these  ordinances  should  be  devised.  We  need  all  the  help 
you  can  give  us.  In  the  end  they  are  your  land  use  ordinances  —  and  your  future.

Forest  fire  control  in  New  Hampshire  is  a  joint  state  and  town/'city  responsibility 
(RSA  224). 

The  Director,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  (State  Forester)  appoints  a  forest  fire 
warden  and  several  deputy  forest  fire  wardens  in  each  town/city  upon  the 
recommendation  of  local  authorities. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression 
activities  in  his  town.  He  regulates  the  kindling  of  outside  fires  when  the  ground  is 
not  covered  with  snow  by  the  issuance  of  written  permits  only  when  conditions  are 
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safe.  He  is  responsible  for  suppression  with  the  town/city  and  state  sharing  the  cost. 
Suppression  costs  in  excess  of  1/4  of  1%  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  town  are 
assumed  by  the  state. 

The  state  provides  training  for  the  local  fire  organization  and  helps  coordinate 
activities  between  towns/cities.  The  state  also  supports  local  forces  with  backup 
personnel,  equipment,  and  supplies  for  suppression  and  prevention. 

This  combination  of  stateand  local  cooperation,  started  in  1893,  works  well,  for  New 
Hampshire  has  enjoyed  one  of  the  smallest  acreage  losses  due  to  forest  fires  in  the 
United  States  for  the  past  25  years.

EXETER  AREA  VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION,  INC. 
The  exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc.,  is  a  community  Health  Service 
providing  health  care  to  individuals  and  families  in  their  place  of  residence  or  in 
ambulatory  care  settings  for  purposes  of  preventing  disease  and  promoting, 
maintaining  or  restoring  health  or  minimizing  the  effects  opf  illness  or  disability. 

The  Association  is  a  voluntary  non-profit  agency  governed  by  a  Board  of  Directors 
comprised  of  representatives  from  each  of  the  towns  it  serves.  It  is  often  incorrectly 
thought  to  be  a  department  of  another  health  provider  such  as  a  hospital,  but  in  fact 
is  a  separate  and  distinct  organization. 

Town  appropriations  make  the  services  available  to  the  town,  they  do  not  buy  units 
of  service  for  individuals. 
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The  services  provided  by  the  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association  are  as  follows: 

HOME  HEALTH  CARE.  Home  visits  are  made  on  referral  from  physicians,  patients, 
families  or  other  agencies.  The  nurse  gives  treatment,  assists  with  rehabilitation, 
instructs  designated  persons  in  necessary  care  between  nursing  visits,  teaches 
good  nutrition  and  understanding  of  specific  diets,  sickness  and  accident 
prevention.  She  provides  health  assessments,  motivates  patients  and  families  to  self 
care  and  independence  and  refers  when  appropriate  to  other  agencies. 

The  Physcial  Therapist  establishes  and  supervises  a  program  to  return  the  patient  to 
maximum  potential. 

The  Home  Health  Aide  provides  personal  care  to  patients  under  the  supervision  of 
registered  nurse  or  physical  therapist. 

MATERNAL  AND  CHILD  HEALTH  PROGRAM.  Home  visits  to  new  or  expectant 
mothers  are  made  to  provide  information  and  instruction  in  the  care  of  themselves 
and  their  babies.  The  Child  Health  Conference  is  held  twice  a  month  providing  the 
following  services:  Physicals  by  local  pediatrician,  immunizations,  hearing  and 
vision  screening,  lead  and  urine  testing,  PKU's,  special  counseling,  family  planning 
and  referral  when  appropriate  for  infants  and  preschool  children. 

ADULT  SCREENING  PROGAM.  Clinics  held  twice  monthly  for  blood  pressure  and 

weight  checks,  diet  and  medication  counseling  and  referrals. 
AFTERCARE  PROGRAM.  Follow-up  of  mental  health  patients  including  those 
recently  discharged  from   N.   H.  State  Hospital.  Coordination  of  care  between 
patients,  family,  psychiatrist  and  community,  administration  of  injectable  meds  and 
supervision  of  oral  meds. 

COMMUNICABLE  DISEASE  PROGRAM.  Home  visits  to  patients  with  tuberculosis 
or  patients  who  have  had  tuberculosis  or  who  are  contacts  of  patients  with 
tuberculosis  for  testing  and/or  medication  and  general  health  supervision.- 

DISCHARGE  PLANNING.  Service  provided  by  placing  an  agency  nurse  in  a  local 
hospital  five  mornings  a  week  to  assist  in  planning,  coordinating  and  arranging  for 
continuing  care  at  home. 

81 25  units  of  service  have  been  provided  to  the  residents  of  the  service  area  between 

1/1/77  and  10/31/77. 

The  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association  is  a  Medicare  and  Medicaid  certified 
agency.

TOWN  REPORT 
MOSQUITO  COMMISSION 

Overall,  mosquito  populations  were  generally  considered  to  be  below  average  in 
1977.  There  were  no  report  of  mosquito-borne  disease  but  several  residents  on  the 
east  side  of  town  complained  about  nuisance  mosquitoes. 

In  1977  Rockingham  County  initiated  mosquito  breeding  site  and  population  (light 
trap)  surveys  using  federally  funded  C.E.T.A.  employees.  Results  of  the  study  in 
Kensington  showed  that,  as  we  suspected,  saltmarsh  mosquitoes  (produced  in 
adjacent  seacoast  towns)  made  up  a  large  share  of  our  nuisance  mosquitoes.  The 
study  also  identified  several  mosquito  breeding  sites  (including  semi-permanent 
swamps,  clogged  roadside  ditches,  old  tires,  tin  cans,  etc.)  within  our  town  that  need 
attention. 

As  you  may  know,  some  surrounding  towns  are  spraying  or  planning  to  spray  with 
pesticides,  despite  the  fact  that  pesticides  only  provide  short-term  relief  at  best  and 
long-term  environmental  problems.  Other  area  towns  are  pursuing  or 
contemplating  some  biological  control.  For  example,  the  highly  "tourist  oriented" 
Town  of  Wells,  Maine  completely  abandoned  spraying  a  few  years  ago  and  now  uses 
biological  control  (stocking  and  raising  dragonflies)  exclusively. 

Your  Mosquito  Commission  feels  that  any  funds  spent  on  mosquito  abatement 
should  go  to  ecologically  sound  methods  such  as  breeding  site  reduction  and 
biological  control.  During  1978  we  plan  to  initiate  a  small  scale  site  reduction  and 
biological  control  progam  using  volunteers  and  possibly  C.E.T.A.  employees. 
Stagnant  mosquito  breeding  pools  in  roadside  ditches  will  be  drained;  with 
landowners  permission,  small  holes  will  be  dug  in  semi-permanent  swamps  and 
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stocked   with    mosquito   predators  such   as   minnows  and   dragonflies;   and  the 
installation  of  purple  martin  and  tree  swallow  nesting  boxes  will  be  encouraged. 

Residents  with  mosquito  problems  should  feel  free  to  call  members  of  Mosquito 
Commission  for  assistance.

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATOR'S  REPORT  —  Daniel  C.  Durgin 

Occasionally,  it  is  interesting  to  take  a  look  at  some  statistics  relative  to  public 
education.  Obviously,  statistics  on  the  subject  abound  and  one  can  easily  become 
buried  in  detail  and  lose  sight  of  the  "big  picture".  With  that  cautious  note,  let  me 
begin. 

Contrary  to  what  we  are  experiencing  in  some  of  our  local  schools,  enrollments 
across  the  country  are  definitely  on  the  decline.  In  some  communities,  the  closing  of 
schools  is  more  explosive  an  issue  than  was  passing  the  bond  issue  to  build  them. 
No  one  wants  to  see  their  neighborhood  school  closed  and  the  controversy  goes 
on. 

While  enrollments  are  declinging  the  cost  of  educating  these  decreased  numbers 
continues  to  climb.  Projections  indicate  that  total  enrollmentsacross  the  country 
will  drop  slightly  this  year  while  the  total  cost  of  education  will  increase  by  about  $12 
billion  over  last  year.  Enrollment  is  currently  60.3  million  students  which  is  about  a 
one-half  of  one  percent  decrease  from  the  60.6  million  of  last  year. 

Total  expenditures  at  all  levels  are  expected  to  reach  $144  billion  for  the  1977-78 
school  year  as  compared  with  about  $132  billion  in  1976-77.  This  represents  a  9% 
increase. 

So  we  have  a  situation  where  enrollments  are  down  .055  and  costs  for  the  same 

period,  nation-wide,  are  up  9%.  One  could  properly  state,  "Never  have  so  few  cost  so 

much". 

Certainly,  it  never  has  cost  more  to  educate  our  children  than  it  does  today.  But  then, 

it  has  never  cost  more  to  feed  our  families,  heat  our  homes,  drive  our  automobiles  or 

purchase  health  services  than  it  does  today. 

In  a  word,  inflation  is  the  number  one  contributor  to  the  disproportionate  rise  in 
educational  costs.  In  addition  to  inflation,  education  has  never  been  faced  with  more 
federal  and  state  mandates  that  it  is  today.  The  following  come  quickly  to  mind: 

a)  The  recent  broadening  of  responsibilities  in  the  area  of  education  of  the 
handicapped  is  adding  new  costs  to  educational  budgets.  While  this  is  certainly  a 
most  worthwhile  and  justified  expenditure  of  funds,  the  local  New  Hampshire  school 
district  is  forced  to  carry  nearly  all  the  financial  burden  due  to  the  lack  of  state  funds. 
Beginning  this  year,  federal  funds  are  available  for  eduction  of  the  handicapped  but 
the  current  $52  per  pupil  is  a  small  fraction  of  the  total  cost. 

b)  Beginning  next  year,  New  Hampshire  school  districts  must  pay  the  cost  of 
living  increases  granted  to  all  retirees,  present  and  past,  of  the  school  districts.  This 
cost  has  previously  been  paid  by  the  state. 

c)  Effective  this  year,  school  districts  across  the  country  will  be  required  to 
pay  unemployment  compensation   for  their  employees.   Some  districts  facing 
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declining  enrollments  and  consequent  lay-offs  will  be  particularly  effected  by  the 
law. 

There  are  many  others  but  the  foregoing  illustrates  the  point. 

Nationally,  there  are  more  than  3.1  million  persons  employed  as  classroom  teachers 
while  another  300,000  will  work  as  administrators,  supervisors,  and  other 
instructional  staff,  both  about  the  same  as  last  year.  Therefore,  education  in  1977-78 
will  be  the  major  occupation  or  pre-occupation  of  63.7  million  Americans.  Given  a 
national  population  of  217  million,  about  3  of  every  10  persons  will  be  actively 
involved  in  the  educational  process. 

The  number  of  students  enrolled  in  the  nationsi  elementary  schools  this  past  fall 
dropped  about  one  and  one-half  percent  to  33.3  million  from  last  fall's  enrollment  of 
33.8  million.  This  reflects  the  continuing  decrease  in  the  number  of  children  5  to  13 
years  of  age,  a  phenomenon  which  has  been  characteristic  of  the  1970's. 

High  school  enrollment,  which  peaked  last  year  at  15.8  million,  is  just  beginning  to 
reflect  the  decrease  in  the  school-age  population.  The  number  of  high  school 
students  declined  less  than  one  percent  this  past  fall. 

More  than  2.4  million  elementary  and  secondary  school  teachers  will  be  engaged  in 
classroom  instruction  this  fall.  This  represents  a  very  small  decrease  from  the 
number  of  teachers  employed  a  year  ago. 

These  statistics  were  obtained  from  the  National  Center  for  Education  Statistics 
which  is  part  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare. 

Locally,  September  enrollment  in  the  schools  of  Supervisory  Union  #16  was  down 
slightly  from  September  1976,  dropping  45  students  from  3880  to  3835.  This  is  in 
keeping  with  the  national  trend  but  the  rapid  growth  of  Rockingham  County  could 
easily  reverse  this  in  succeeding  years. 

Whatever  the  population  trends  might  be,  it  seems  clear  that  per  pupil  costs  will 
continue  to  rise.  It  is  encumbent  upon  public  officials  at  all  levels  of  government  to 
develop  the  most  efficient  and  equitable  mechanisms  possible  for  funding 
educational  costs.

If  weather  is  still  bad  -  announcement  and/orfire whistle 
by  8:45  a.m.  will  mean  no  school  for  the  day. 
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SCHOOL  BUS  RULES 

1.  A  pupil  shall  enter  the  bus,  sit  down,  and  remain  seated  until  the  bus  stops  at  his 
destination.  The  driver  may  assign  definite  seats  to  students  if  it  is  felt  necessary. 

2.  A  pupil  shall  enter  and  leave  the  bus  by  the  front  door,  except  in  an  emergency. 
Pupils  may  not  reboard  the  bus  if  they  leave.  There  vj'\\\  be  no  stops  to  procure  food, 
mail,  etc. 

3.  There  shall  be  no  smoking  on  the  bus. 

4.  Any  pupil  whose  conduct  endangers  the  physical  or  moral  safety  of  the  others 
may  lose  his  privilege  of  riding  on  the  bus.  This  includes  throwing  anything  on  the 
bus  or  through  the  window,  and  keeping  aisles  free  from  boots,  lunch  boxes,  and 
other  objects.  Fighting  and  fooling  on  the  bus  will  not  be  tolerated. 

5.  Pupils  who  must  cross  the  road  after  leaving  the  bus  should  cross  in  front  of  the 
bus  and  on  signal  of  the  driver. 

6.  Pupils  at  home  must  be  ready  to  take  the  bus  when  it  arrives.  Drivers  will  not 
ordinarily  wait  for  pupils  who  are  not  ready. 

7.  The  bus  driver  should  report  the  names  of  students  who  violate  bus  regulations 
to  the  Principal  concerned.  Bus  driver,  however,  should  disembark  the  student  at  his 
regular  stop.  A  student  reported  for  a  violation  is  subject  to  suspension  from  the  bus 
and/or  school  at  the  discretion  of  the  school  principal. 

A.  Depending  on  the  situation,  the  principal  and/or  assistant  principal  may: 

(1 )  Discuss  the  incident  with  the  student  and  warn  him  of  the  consequences  of 
any  further  offenses. 

(2)  Phone  and/or  write  the  parents  of  the  student,  informing  them  of  the 
incident  and  possible  future  loss  of  bus  privileges. 

(3)  Remove  the  student  from  the  bus  for  a  period  up  to  five  days  and  inform 
the  student's  parents  by  letter  (copy  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and 
notification  of  School  Board  by  phone).  Suspension,  however,  shall  not 
begin  until  the  next  school  day  following  the  day  of  notification  of 
suspension  is  sent  to  the  pupil's  parent  or  legal  guardian. 

(4)  The  parent  or  guardian  of  a  pupil  who  has  been  denied  the  right  to  ride  a 
school  bus  for  disciplinary  reasons  may  appeal  within  ten  days  of 
suspension  to  the  authority  that  suspended  the  pupil's  right. 

(5)  Until  the  appeal  is  heard  or,  if  the  suspension  of  the  student's  right  to  ride 
the  school  bus  is  upheld,  it  shall  be  the  parent's  or  guardian's 
responsibility  to  provide  transportation  to  and  from  school  for  that  pupil 
for  a  period  of  suspension. 

B.  If  a  student  becomes  involved  in  another  bus  offense  after  having  been  once 
removed  from  the  bus,  the  principal  and/or  assistant  principal  may  remove 
the  student  for  a  period  up  to  twenty  school  days.  Any  suspension  which  lasts 
beyond  twenty  school  days  must  be  approved  by  the  school  board. 

0.  Any  subsequent  offenses  by  a  student  will  result  in  his  prompt  removal  from 
the  bus  and  referral  of  the  matter  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and/or 
school  board  with  the  expectation  that  bus  privileges  may  be  lost  for  the 
remainder  of  the  school  year. 

8.  Only  those  children  eligible  to  ride  school  buses  are  to  do  so,  and  they  are  to  ride 
only  on  their  assigned  buses. 

9.  There  shall  be  no  exceptions  for  school  children  ineligible  for  transportation 
unless  a  doctor's  statement  shows  medical  need  for  transportation. 
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RECORD  OF  THE  1977  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING 
KENSINGTON,  N.H.  —  MARCH  1.  1977 

At  7:20  p.m.,  John  York  was  sworn  in  as  School  District  Moderator  Protempore,  by 
Terrie  Steeves,  School  District  Clerk. 

The  Annual  School  District  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  John 
York,  at  7:30  p.nn.,  who  then  read  the  warrant.  Rev.  Roger  Daly  offered  an 
appropriate  prayer  which  was  followed  by  the  Salute  to  the  Flag,  led  by  Gerald 
Easson. 

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  construction  of  an  addition 
to  the  Kensington  Elementary  School  including  furnishings,  equipment, 
architectural  and  other  fees,  site  development  and  any  other  items  incidental  to  and 
necessary  for  such  construction,  on  land  presently  owned  by  the  Kensington 
School  Board  to  raise  a  sum  not  to  exceed  Three  Hundred  Sixty-Two  Thousand 
Dollars  ($362,000.)  by  issue  and  sale  of  bonds  or  notes  of  the  School  District  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  33  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  as 
amended  and  to  apply  toward  the  cost  of  the  project  all  grants  and  interest  received 
in  addition  to  said  sum.  The  time  and  place  of  payment  of  Principal  and  Interest,  the 
fixing  of  the  rate  of  interest,  provisions  for  the  sale  of  notes  and/or  bonds  and  all 
other  matters  in  connection  therewith,  to  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  School 
Board. 

Notice:  After  discussion,  the  vote  must  be  taken  by  ballot  with  the  polls  remaining 
open  for  at  least  one  hour  (RSA  33:8-b). 

Marilyn  Evans  made  the  motion  to  adopt  Article  1.  The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Glen  Plourde.  Marily  Evans  gave  an  over-all  report  on  the  need  of  the  school 
addition,  that  it  has  been  designed  to  meet  our  needs  and  is  quite  adequate.  The 
auditorium  would  be  open  to  all  to  use  at  anytime.  After  some  discussion  of 
construction  and  architects,  the  polls  were  declared  open  at  7:50  p.m.  for  one  hour 
to  vote  on  Article  1 .,  by  written  yes  or  no  ballots.  At  8:30  p.m.  the  following  articles 
were  acted  upon  during  voting. 

Article  2.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School  Board  and  Truant 
Officer  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other  officers  or  agents  of  the  School 
District. 

Lillian  Plourde  made  the  motion  that  Article  2.  remain  the  same.  The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Gerald  Easson.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  3.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees  or  officers  chosen 
and  pass  any  vote  relative  thereto. 

Harold  Bodwell  1 1 1  made  the  motion  to  pass  over  Article  3.  The  motion  was  seconded 
by  Marilyn  Evans.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One 
Thousand  Seven  Hundred  Dollars  ($1 ,700.)  for  the  purpose  of  installing  unsulation 
over  the  ceilings  at  the  Kensington  Elementary  School. 

Harold  Bodwell  III  moved  to  adopt  Article  4.  Seconded  by  Gerald  Easson.  Paul 
O'Brien  questioned  the  type  of  insulation  to  be  used.  School  Board  member  Richard 
Drew  stated  that  six-inch  (6")  fiberglass  would  be  used.  The  vote  was  in  the 
affirmative. 

At  8:50  p.m.,  Moderator  John  York  declared  the  polls  closed  and  for  the  School 
Board  Members  and  the  Selectmen  to  count  the  Ballots  for  Article  1.  And  that  a  two- 
thirds  2/3  majority  vote  would  be  needed  for  this  bond  issue  to  pass.

David  Lambert  made  a  motion  to  reconsider  Article  1 .,  for  perhaps  three  classrooms. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Glen  Plourde.  John  York  then  read  the  ruling  of  a 
reconsideration  motion.  That  it  shall  not  take  place  until  seven  (7)  days  after  the 
date,  time  and  place  of  the  reconsideration  motion.  There  was  discussion  at  great 
length  as  to  any  changes  on  the  construction,  would  there  be  a  new  building 
committee,  could  the  Exeter  High  School  shop  youths  be  obtained  to  help  cut  cost 
(this  could  be  feasible).  It  was  felt  that  acting  upon  this  motion  would  not  be  fair  to 
those  who  had  already  left.

Those 
in  favor  of  the  reconsideration  of  Article  1 .,  will  go  to  John  York's  right,  those  not  in 
favor,  to  the  left.  The  motion  carried  in  favor. 

Article  5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payments  of  salaries  for  School 
Distrtict  officials  and  agents  and  for  statutory  obligations  of  the  District. 

Richard  Drew  moved  to  accept  Article  5.  And  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Three  Hundred  Seventy-Six  Thousand,  Two  Hundred  Thirty-Six  Dollars 
($376,236.).  Marilyn  Evans  seconded  the  motion.  John  Sargent  asked  for  an 
explanation  of  the  Teachers  salaries  and  the  cost  of  fuel  for  the  school.  Richard 
Drew  explained  that  the  teachers  got  a  6%  raise,  and  other  costs  had  gone  up.  The 
vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  6.  Richard  Drew  moved  to  accept  Article  6.  David  Lambert  seconded.  Joan 
Kaler  motioned  to  have  a  building  committee  report  back  again  next  year  if  needed. 
David  Lambert  seconded.  John  York  stated,  to  protect  ourselves  on  this  motion,  we 
could  vote  top  adjourn  this  School  District  Meeting  and  act  upon  Articles  1-6  and  7 
at  the  meeting  of  the  reconsideration  of  Article  1.  If  Joan  Kaler  and  David  Lambert 
wished  to  withdraw  their  motion  and  second.  David  Lambert  withdrew  his  motion 
and  Joan  Kaler  withdrew  her  second  to  the  motion.  John  Sargent  made  a  motion  to 
postpone  until  the  first  Saturday  in  May  at  7:30  p.m.,  in  the  Town  Hall  to  act  upon 
Articles  1-6  and  7.  John  Gatbomb  seconded  the  motion.  There  was  discussion  - 
Article  1.,  if  it  could  be  amended.,  this  could  be  decreased  but  not  increased.  Dr. 
Singer  asked  that  John  Sargent's  motion  be  amended  to  the  first  Wednesday  night 
in  May  instead  of  the  first  Saturday.  Marilyn  Evans  seconded.  The  vote  to  the 
amendment  was  in  the  affirmative. 

John  York  asked,  all  in  favor  of  the  motion  to  adjourn  the  District  School  Meeting 
until  the  f  irstWednesday  in  May  at  7:30  p.m.  for  reconsideration  of  Article  1 .  The  vote 
was  in  the  affirmative. 

Jessie  York  moved  to  adjourn  the  meeting.  Mary  Gamblin  seconded.  Moderator

The  School  District  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Horace  Gourley, 
at  7:30  p.m.  Who  then  read  the  Notice  of  the  reconsidered  Article  1 .  Followed  by  the 
salute  to  the  Flage  and  an  appropriate  prayer  offered  by  Roger  Daly. 

Article  1,  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  construction  of  an 
addition  to  the  Kensington  Elementary  School  including  furnishing,  equipment, 
architectural  and  other  fees,  site  development  and  any  other  items  incidental  to  and 
necessary  forsuch  construction  on  land  presently  owned  bythe  Kensington  School 
District,  and  further  to  authorize  the  Kensington  School  Board  to  raise  a  sum  not  to 
exceed  Three  Hundred  Sixty-two  Thousand  Dollars  ($362,000.)  by  issue  and  sale  of 
bonds  or  notes  of  the  School  District  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
33  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  as  amended  and  to  apply  toward  the  cost  of  the 
project  all  grants  and  interest  received  in  addition  to  said  sum.  The  time  and  place  of 
payment  of  Principal  and  Interest,  the  fixing  of  the  rate  of  interest,  provisionsforthe 
sale  of  notes  and/or  bonds  and  all  other  matters  in  connection  therewith,  to  be  left  to 
the  discretion  of  the  School  Board. 

Notice:  After  discussion,  the  vote  must  be  taken  by  ballot  with  the  polls 
remaining  open  for  at  least  one  hour  (RSA  33:8-b). 

Marilyn  Evans  made  a  motion  to  adopt  the  Article,  Glen  Plourde  seconded.  Priscilla 
Schwiezer  made  a  motion  to  Amend  Article  1 .  to  read-to  raise  the  sum  not  to  exceed 
Three  Hundred  Forty-seven  Thousand  Dollars  ($347,000.)  by  issue  and  sale  of 
bonds  or  notes  of  the  School  District.  Paula  Singer  seconded. 

Mrs.  Graves  stated  that  the  Fire  Marshall  had  been  down  to  inspect  various  buildings 
and  would  like  an  explanation.  Priscilla  Schwiezer  explained  that  the  Town  Hall, 
Library,  Fire  Station  and  the  School  were  inspected.  The  Librarty  and  Fire  Station 
need  alterations  and  provisons  before  it  can  be  used  for  class  rooms.  Such  as  a 
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corridor  extending  through  the  kitchen  of  the  Fire  Station  to  the  outside  exit.  Smoke 
detectors,  water-filled  extinguishers  (ABC  type)  a  fire  door  on  the  main  stairway  and 
enclose  the  boiler  with  fireproof  shield.  The  library  has  the  same,  only  adding  light 
for  emergencys  in  the  stairway  and  exclude  a  corridor.  John  York  stated  that  we 
seem  to  be  getting  away  from  the  issueof  the  Article.  The  vote  on  the  Amendmentto 
adopt  ($347,000.)  was  in  the  affirmative. 

There  was  lengthy  discussion  on  the  style,  use  of  materials,  the  type  of  boiler 
system,  what  the  uses  of  the  addition  would  be,  elevators,  ramps,  and  etc. 

Doris  Bickford  questioned  the  raising  of  bond  issues  at  an  adjorned  meeting.  The 
moderator  said  it  was  all  right. 

Mrs.  Graves  questioned  the  amount  of  people  allowed  in  the  Town  Hall.  Alfred  Felch 
said  160  people  was  a  set  figure.  Mrs.  Graves  asked  if  it  were  legal  top  use  a  facility 
that  has  been  supported  by  bond  issue.  The  moderator  said  it  was  legal.  And  is  it 
legal  to  hold  a  meeting  when  there  were  people  outside  that  could  not  get  in  to  hear 
the  discussion.  John  York  stated  if  someone  goes  to  court  with  it,  yes.  There  was 
more  discussed  on  the  people  being  outside  and  from  opening  windows  to  sitting  on 
the  floor.  Gordon  Swift's  motion  to  move  the  question.  Doris  Swift  seconded.  The 
vote  was  in  the  affirmative.  The  meeting  was  about  to  get  a  little  out  of  hand  and  the 
Moderator  reminded  the  people  that  we  have  to  go  by  the  Parlamentary  Procedure, 
then  proceeded  to  read  the  question.  The  polls  were  open  at  8:15  p.m.  At  9:15  p.m. 
the  Moderator  asked  the  Selectmen  and  School  Board  to  count  the  ballots.

LICENSING  OF  DOGS 
Each  owner  of  a  dog  3  months  old  or  over  must  register  the 
dog  with  the  Town  Clerk,  before  May  1st.  Each  dog  over  3  months 
must  have  received  a  "rabies  vaccination  "  certificate  of  vaccination 
to  be  presented  to  the  Town  Clerk  at  time  of  licensing.   Each  dog 
must  wear  a  collar  around  its  neck;  attached  to  said  collar  a  metal 
tag  distinctly  marked  with  its  register  number. 

License  fees  are  as  follows:    Male  and  spayed  female  -  $2.00; 
female  -  $5.00.   Kennel  licenses  are  available  for  owners  of  5  or 
more  dogs;  $1.00  penalty  if  not  paid  by  June  1st. 

DISPOSAL  AREA  REGULATIONS 
The  operating  days  and  hours  of  Kensington  Town  Dump 
are  from  8  A.M.  to  5  P.M.    Saturday  and  8  A.M.  to  12  P.M.  Sun- 
day.  The  Dump  is  for  Kensington  residents  only.  Dead  animals 
or  fowl  must  not  be  brought  to  the  Dump.  No  fires  will  be  set 
at  the  Dump  by  anyone  but  the  custodian  of  the  Dump.  Any- 
one setting  fires  other  than  the  custodian  will  be  dealt  with 
severely. 

JUNK  CAR  REGULATIONS 
A  recent  New  Hampshire  Statute  requires  anyone  with  two 
or  more  unregistered  or  old  cars  no  longer  intended  or  in  con- 
dition for  legal  use  on  highways  or  used  auto  parts  equal  in  bulk 
to   two  vehicles  must  obtain  a  license  or  be  subject  to  a  $10  a 
day  fine  and  a  mandatory  injunction  to  end  the  violation  by 
the  selectmen  or  city  council.  New  and  used  car  dealers  regis- 
tered as  such  are  not  considered  auto  junk  dealers  but  must 
remove  any  junk  cars  from  their  premises  within  160  days.
